Residents 
told hostel 
not closing 

THERE are no plans to close a bail hostel in 
Tipton despite residents’ claims that it has 
been making their lives a misery for the past 
three years. 

Fifteen people attended a meeting to raise their 
concerns about the controversial property in Church 
Street with police and councillors. But no-one from 
Stonham, which manages the home on behalf of the 
Government, attended. 

Sergeant Colin Gallier, from Tipton police station, 
who chaired the meeting, said: “I can’t see there 
being a change of location for it. There is no time 
limit for these houses. If there is a continued need for 
them, they will remain.” 

Fights, noise and police being called to the prop¬ 
erty at 5amare some of the problems that have been 
reported since the hostel opened in 2008. 

At the meeting at Burnt Tree Children’s Centre in 
Tividale Street, residents said they were worried 
about a potential increase in crime in the area and 
asked why they had not been consulted when the 
bail house first opened. 

Retired 67-year-old Roger Dudley, who has lived in 
Church Street since 1981, said: “I’m frightened to 
leave the house at night because I’m worried what 
might happen.” 

Consult 

Mother Ruth Kaur, aged 30, of nearby Holcroft 
Street, said: “The council should consult with the 
local community before a bail house is opened.” 

But Sandwell Council development manager 
Michael Nicholls said there was no planning law 
requiring the authority to contact residents when a 
bail house opened. 

There had been rumours that another bail house 
could be opening in the road but Sgt Gallier said he 
had met with Stonham representatives and been 
assured this would not happen. 

He told residents: “If this bail hostel was taken 
away there would still be burglaries.” 

Stonham spokesman Rachel Dunachie said: “We 
had a constructive meeting with the police and 
council representatives to address neighbourhood 
concerns. 

“We agreed with the police they would lead the 
later public meeting and we’ll continue to liaise 
closely with them about any issue that comes up. 

“Our service-users sign an agreement when they 
move into our properties and if they don’t comply, 
they are required to leave. There are no plans to 
close the service.”

A FORMER army 
medic has branded 
his treatment at 
Sandwell General 
Hospital a “disgrace”. 

Keith Hunter, from 
Oldbury, lodged a complaint 
in September against what 
he called “rude and abrupt” 
treatment, claiming a nurse 
“refused” to relieve pressure 
on a leg cast, which he had 
after a road accident in 
which he suffered 12 frac¬ 
tures. 

The 43-year-old suffered the 
multiple leg breaks when falling 
off his motorbike last July and 
was treated in Shrewsbury

having been airlifted to hospital. 

Three days after being dis¬ 
charged Mr Hunter travelled to 
his local hospital, Sandwell 
General, with the cast on his left 
leg causing immense pain 
around his ankle. 

Mr Hunter claims that a 
nurse would not relieve the pres¬ 
sure on the cast, refusing 
despite him being in tears. He 
says she said they couldn’t treat 
him as the cast was fitted at 
Shrewsbury and they didn’t 
have X-rays available to them. 

Mr Hunter said this was 
despite him offering a phone 
number for the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital. 

Mr Hunter returned to 
Shrewsbury the following day 
for a full refit of the cast. 

The completion date for the 
investigation into Mr Hunter’s 
complaint to Sandwell and West 
Birmingham NHS Trust was 
November 30, but he heard 
nothing until last week when he 
received a four-page response 
from complaints officer June 
Wright. 

He takes issue with the hospi¬ 
tal’s claim that they offered to 
remove the cast and wonders 
why it took so long to respond. 


Mr Hunter said: ^After a few 
months I wasn’t expecting a 
response at all and I was happy 
to let it go but what they’ve sent 
me is just wrong.” 

Mr Hunter, a driving instruc¬ 
tor, is still receiving physiother¬ 
apy for his injuries which will 
never fully heal. 

He served as an army medic 
stationed in Germany in the 
1980s and said he couldn’t 
believe the way he was treated 
at Sandwell last July. 

Sorry 

“I’ve seen deaths, people 
ODing, car accidents, broken 
bones; I know how people in 
tremendous pain should be 
treated. 

“On that night I was in more 
pain that I had been during the 
accident and I just wanted to be 
helped but they turned me away. 
It is a disgrace.” 

In a statement Sandwell and 
West Birmingham NHS Trust 
said, after investigating his com¬ 
plaints fully, it was sorry that 
Mr Hunter was not happy with 
the care he received at Sandwell 
Hospital. 

“We acknowledge and apolo¬ 
gise for the delay in completing 
the final report addressing his 
concerns, which was related to 


ongoing work within the Trust. 

“The A&E Sister involved pro¬ 
vided a full statement shortly 
after Mr Hunter’s complaint 
was received. She acknowledges 
that her recollections of the inci¬ 
dent are limited although 
believes that she suggested his 
plaster could be split to relieve 
some of the pressure on his leg. 

“However, the A&E team see a 
large number of patients each 
day and Mr Hunter’s concerns 
were received over 12 weeks 
after he attended. 

“Mr Hunter's complaint was 
also carefully reviewed by the 
Senior Nurse for Emergency 
Care, who agrees that a sensible 
initial approach would have 
been to split the plaster. 

“Unfortunately, it appears 
that Mr Hunter left the depart¬ 
ment without pursuing this 
option.” 

It said the Trust recognised 
that Mr Hunter’s recollection of 
the events differs from those of 
staff. 

“We are concerned that he was 
upset by his experience. We take 
the safety and comfort of all our 
patients very seriously and aim 
to provide the treatment 
patients need regardless of 
where they were initially 
treated.”

Face-to-face with an armed intruder 


project funding pulled 


A WOMAN and her chil¬ 
dren came face-to-face with 
an armed raider in their 
West Bromwich home. 

Sanjit Ram says she feared 
for her family during the raid 
on Sunday night when the 
intruder is believed to have 
been armed with a knife. 

Police were this week investi¬ 
gating with forensic officers at 
the family home in Hill Top. 

Mrs Ram was downstairs at 
home with her sons Suraj, aged 
19, and Rohan, 11, when they 
heard a noise upstairs just 
before 8pm. 


Initially they thought Mrs 
Ram’s third son Kamaldeep, 
six, may have got up to go to the 
toilet but when Mrs Ram and 
Suraj went upstairs they came 
face-to-face with the intruder. 

Mrs Ram fled downstairs 
shouting for Rohan to get out of 
the house but teenager Suraj 
stayed to confront the raider. 

When the intruder branished 
a shiny object Suraj ran down¬ 
stairs to join his mother and 
brother outside but Kamaldeep 
was still inside 
Mrs Ram, aged 37, said: “It 
was so frightening. The man 
had a knife and anything could 


have happened. The man came 
out of a room and looked right 
at Suraj and said ‘come here’. 

“He had a shiny object in his 
hand which he was pointing at 
him, so he ran out of the house 
too.” 

Jumped 

The intruder jumped over a 
fence and fled in the direction of 
the Midland Metro line. 

Mrs Ram said all he managed 
to steal was an old purse with 
nothing of value in it. 

Kamaldeep was unhurt in 
the incident. 

Mrs Ram’s husband Santokh, 


aged 45, who runs the Windsor 
Castle pub in West Bromwich, 
was at work. 

West Midlands Police 
spokesman Billy Corrigan said: 
“Officers were called to an 
address in Hill Top. Forensic 
investigators have been noti¬ 
fied.” 

The intruder is described as 
more than 6ft tall, white and in 
his 30s. He wore a black Adidas 
tracksuit, a hooded top and 
gloves.

Children’s 

A VITAL project offering 
respite care for disabled 
youngsters in Sandwell is set 
to close after £200,000 of 
council funding was pulled. 

The Sandcastle project 
arranges short breaks and after 
school clubs. Based in Laburnum 
Road,in Walsall, the club will 
close in April after losing the cash. 

Lisa Smith, of Dudhill Road, 
Rowley Regis, who uses the 
service with her autistic son 
Luke, aged 13, said: “This service 
is a real lifeline for people with 
disabled children and there is 
nothing else like it in the area. I 


don’t know what we will do when 
it goes. It has broken my heart.” 

Nicola Green, Barnardo’s assis¬ 
tant director of children’s serv¬ 
ices, confirmed funding had been 
withdrawn. She said: “Sandcastle 
provides overnight short breaks 
and activity groups for disabled 
children and young people in the 
Sandwell area. The project has an 
excellent reputation. We run the 
service in partnership with 
Sandwell Council, which commis¬ 
sions Barnardo’s and part fund 
the service. Sandwell Council has 
confirmed it will terminate the 
present short breaks contract.” 


Councillor Bob Badham, 
cabinet member for families, said: 
“The foster care contract will end 
because it is not able to fully meet 
the identified required needs of a 
key group of children. 

“The cost of placements are 
high and it will be better value for 
the council to deliver services 
through spot purchasing 
arrangements.” 

Barnado’s is now in talks with 
the council after it said there was 
a possibility funding could be 
extended to September to allow 
youngsters to complete Duke of 
Edinburgh training programmes. 
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Drinking fountain replica marks park restoration

A £60,000 replica drinking 
fountain has been unveiled in 
Dartmouth Park. 

The sandstone fountain is a 
replica of one donated by the fifth 
Earl of Dartmouth when the West 
Bromwich park opened in 1878. 

It marks the end of work on the 
Main Avenue through the park - 
the first stage of a £6.3 million 
restoration project. 

Cliveden Conservation, a firm of 
specialist contractors, designed 
and made the fountain, moving 30 
separate parts of the structure to 
the town piece by piece. 

The work started on site last 
September and was 90 per cent 
compete by Christmas. 

The fountain has spent the last 
three months wrapped up to 
protect it from the elements with 
the final touches added last week 
week. 

As part of the first phase of 
works at Main Avenue the 
walkway was resurfaced, benches 
added and lighting, gates and new 
curbs installed, as part of an 
investment totalling £300,000. 

The new fountain was officially 
opened by Pat Brown, aged 64 of 
Bustleholme Mill, West Bromwich. 


A picture of Pat’s late mother 
Dorothy Abell - nee Porter — stand¬ 
ing next to the original fountain as 
a child was one of those used by 
contractors to create the replica. 

She said: “It is very strange and 
really quite moving, to stand 
where she once stood. “She loved 
the park, and she used to live on 
Walsall Street when she was a 
child, so very close. 

“She took me here as a child. 
This park has always been a part of 
our lives. There used to be so much 
here when we were children, much 
of it has gone, so it is so good to see 
this work happening, it will make 
a real difference.” 

Mrs Brown was joined at the cer¬ 
emony by her aunt and Dorothy’s 
sister Beatrice Collins — nee Porter, 
aged 80. 

The original stone drinking 
fountain was replaced with a cast 
iron one in the 1960s. This in turn 
was moved from the park to West 
Bromwich High Street when the 
town centre was revamped in the 
1980s. 

Work is already under way on 
phase two in the park, with a 
£900,000 community pavilion 
under construction.

School 
revamp 
for 200 
extra 
pupils 


A SCHOOL in 
Smethwick will be 
extended to make 
room for hundreds of 
new pupils. 

Shireland Primary, in 
Edith Road, needs to 
expand following a baby 
boom in the borough and 
Sandwell Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee has 
unanimously approved 
the outline application. 

But there have been 
objections, with some 
people living nearby 
saying the noise of so 
many extra pupils will 
make life “unbearable”. 

The council’s capital 
programme manager 
Sue Moore told planners: 
“We have an unprece¬ 
dented rise in birth rates 
across the borough. This 
school is ideal to replace, 
and expand, because of 
its condition. We want to 
develop with the commu¬ 
nity and will invite a rep¬ 
resentative onto a user 
group to have their say.” 

The design is still to be 
finalised but the scheme 
will involve the demoli¬ 
tion of existing buildings, 
a new two-storey build¬ 
ing and 45-place nursery. 
The revamped school 
would accomodate more 
than 200 new places, 
increasing the school roll 
from 420 to 630. 

Pitch 

An artificial pitch 
would be built for the 
school’s use although an 
existing community foot¬ 
ball pitch will be lost. 

The development is 
expected to cost approxi¬ 
mately £9 million and 
could open to new pupils 
in September. 

Jacqueline South, of 
Edith Road, a former 
governor at the school, 
fears the development is 
too big. 

Resident Andrew 
Grout, of Arthur Harris 
Close, said residents fear 
the noise created by the 
extra students will make 
life unbearable. 

He added: “This devel¬ 
opment will make the 
area a concrete jungle.” 


Tip to be 
improved 

IMPROVEMENTS at 
the tip for Sandwell have 
been given the go-ahead. 
Planners voted in favour 
of the scheme for Shidas 
Lane, Oldbury.

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Urgent measures to save mansion 


EMERGENCY measures have been 
put in place to prevent an historic 
Bearwood landmark building from 
collapsing. 

The disrepair at Lightwoods House (pic¬ 
tured left) is so extensive that ceilings have 
had to be propped up until full restoration 
of the 220-year-old Grade II listed building 
can be carried out. 

Dehumidifiers have been used in a bud 
to halt dry rot at the property. 

Ward councillor and Sandwell deputy 


council leader Steve Eling said: “There 
have been problems with the roof and there 
is a prop on the first floor at the moment 
which will prevent it from collapsing and 
causing more damage. 

“A lot of the work at the house has been 
to treat dry rot and that’s being removed 
and treated now. 

“Lightwoods House has been allowed to 
go to rot for years but we’ll be able to put 
right years of neglect for the community.” 

Sandwell and Birmingham councils 
chiefs had been in a legal dispute over 


ownership of the house and park for years 
but now Sandwell Council is in control 
tand plans a multi-million pound revamp. 

Sandwell will apply for £255,322 lottery 
funding to refurbish Lightwoods House 
and restore Lightwoods Park, beside the 
Hagley Road. 

The authority will provide funding of 
£53,800 and a project manager post will 
oversee the work, if the bid for funding is 
approved. The application is the first phase 
of plans to secure £3.2m lottery funding to 
overhaul the park. 


Police 
rule out 
link in 
arson 
attacks

tore through two derelict 
Sandwell pubs are not 
being linked, say police.

Japan devastation 
shocks rescue team

THE scenes of utter devasta¬ 
tion coming out of Japan have 
been hard to comprehend but 
for a group of Black Country 
firefighters the horrors of the 
earthquake and tsunami are 
all too real. 

Twelve West Midlands firefight¬ 
ers from the International Search 
and Rescue (Isar) squad have just 
returned from the disaster-hit 
northern region of the country 
where they have been searching 
for those thousands missing in the 
wake of the quake and the 33ft- 
high tsunami which followed. 

The team includes Cradley Heath 
watch commander Rudy Parkes, of 
Stourbridge, watch commander Dean 
Yates of Halesowen fire station, 
station commander at Oldbury and 
Cradley Heath, Dean Harris, also from 
Stourbridge, and Dudley fire station 
watch commander Russ Gauden, of 
Kinver. They were part of a 59-strong

team from across the UK that also 
included two rescue dogs and four 
medical staff. 

They spent three full days searching 
through the wreckage of two towns 
where tens of thousands are missing. 

It was not a totally new experience 
for the team, all 12 were involved in a 
similar mission when an earthquake 
hit Haiti just over a year ago. Four 
were also involved in the rescue efforts 
in New Zealand and had arrived home 
in the UK just days before having to fly 
out again. 

Buttheir rescue mission in the 
wrecked coastal cities of Ofunato and 
Kamaishi was among the toughest yet. 

Veteran firefighter Rudy Parkes vol¬ 
unteered in the incident control room 
in the West Midlands fire service head¬ 
quarters in Birmingham. Last Satur¬ 
day he received a call to head to Japan. 

He said the scene in Japan was the 
worst he had seen in 23 years of inter¬ 
national search and rescue, due to the 
amount of debris they had to search 
through and the harsh winter weather 
conditions that descended upon the 
region. 

Bodies 

Mr Parkes, a firefighter for more 
than 30 years, said: “It was a scene of 
utter devastation, the worst I’ve ever 
seen. 

“In one case I was looking inside a 
house and thought something was 
wrong. I realised it was completely 
upside down. It had been ripped out of 
its footing.” 

He continued: •'‘We were unlikely to 
find any survivors and we knew that 
before we went out. We found a lot of 
bodies in cars and houses. 

“The mess was stacked feet into the 
air. It was awful, we were looking 
through houses and there were cars in 
living rooms and debris up to the 
ceiling in many of them. 


“But two of our teams elsewhere had 
some success in finding one old lady 
between two mattresses alive and in 
another area they found one old lady 
and her 16-year-old grandson.” 

The team toured the area with a 
translator and Mr Parkes says they 
were often stopped and thanked by 
people for their efforts. 

He added: “It was distressing and 
harrowing at times to hear the Japan¬ 
ese people’s stories and see the devas¬ 
tation but the people were very 
appreciative of us. It was extremely 
humbling as some had lost everything 
they had. They were unbelievably dig¬ 
nified.” 

Stephen O’Brien, international 
development minister praised the 
team for their courage and profession¬ 
alism in Japan. 


He said: “People in the West Mid¬ 
lands should be proud of the team’s 
professionalism, dedication and 
courage. Through their vital work, 
Britain was at the forefront of assist¬ 
ing Japan in the aftermath of this ter¬ 
rible disaster. 

“Despite cold, hard conditions the 
West Midlands Fire Service team 
worked relentlessly to search for sur¬ 
vivors.”

MORE THAN 1,600 homes 
in Sandwell have fallen victim 
to prepayment electricity 
meter fraudsters. 

Latest figures have revealed the 
borough is one of the UK’s hotspots 
with criminal gangs targeting 
people’s homes and offering dis¬ 
counted electricity that never gets 
registered with the electric company. 

Meter fraud is sweeping across the 
country seeing fraudsters pocket £7 
million from electricity pre-payment 
customers. Those who are approached 
end up having to pay twice, once to the 
criminal and again to the electrical 
company. 

Energy UK has launched a national 
Top-up Safe campaign to raise aware¬ 
ness in hot-spots like Sandwell and 
reduce the number of people conned. 

In partnership with Energy UK, 
Crimestoppers is now offering a 
reward of up to £ 10,000 to anyone who 
can provide information leading to an 
arrest or conviction of the fraudsters. 

The data, which has been released 
from leading energy companies 
including British Gas, EDF Energy 
E.ON, npower, Scottish Power and 
SSE. has shown more than 12,000 
customers across the UK have been 
affected. 

Christine McGourty, director of 
Energy UK, said energy companies 
never sell electricity top-ups on the 


A FATHER from Wednes- 
bury died after binge drinking 
with his friends, an inquest 
heard. 

Former labourer Keith 
Vincent, aged 28, of Warner 
Road, had gone out for the after¬ 
noon on December 22 to celebrate 
the festive season with his 
friends. 

One of his friends Wayne Hales, 
also of Warner Road, told the inquest 
at Smethwick Coroners Office that 
Mr Vincent was “a happy go lucky 
kind of person” whose main focus in 
life was his daughter. 

Mr Hales said: “We bought a bottle 
of Sambuca and brandy. That’s when 
little Bill (Mr Vincent) drank the 
majority of the sambuca.” 

Mr Vincents grew increasingly 
drunk and his friends decided to take 


doorstep. Customers can only buy 
them from official outlets including, 
PayPoint, Payzone or the Post Office. 

“Our national campaign, has 
reached thousands of prepayment 
customers since it was launched, but 
there is more work to be done,” she 
said. “The crime is still increasing in 
some areas and customers and are 
losing money as they fall victim to 
this. 

“The people selling these illegal top- 
ups are criminals and although it 
might seem like an easy way to save 
money, not only will you be getting 
involved in a crime, you will end up 
having to pay twice.” 

Risks 

Andy Baker, Serious Organised 
Crime Agency’s deputy director, said: 
“The response when this fraud was 
first highlighted last year was 
tremendous and many more people 
are now wise to the risks of getting 
involved in this scam. 

“It is clear though that these are 
determined and organised criminals 
who will keep trying to find vulnera¬ 
ble victims to exploit. If you know 
someone who might be tempted, talk 
to them and warn them. Don’t let the 
criminals win at their expense.”

Black Country Coroner Robin 
Balmain recorded a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death due to acute alcohol 
intoxication. He said: “This is a tragic 
case.”

Bailiffs told to round 
up the stray horses

BAILIFFS have been told to 
seize stray horses roaming in 
Sandwell as part of a crack¬ 
down. 

They were being instructed to 
herd the animals together before 
taking them to a secret location. 

It follows an emergency meeting of 
council bosses who agreed owners 
must pay to have the strays returned 
or they will be sold off after two weeks. 

It is estimated there are 60 horses 
untethered and wandering the streets 
of Tipton, with other horses also 
roaming free in Dudley and Moxley. 

The tough tactics have been 
announced after several horses were 
spotted on Jubilee Park in Tipton and 
a child playing football narrowly 
avoided getting trampled. 

Enforcement notices, attached to 
stakes placed on public land, have 
apparently gone unheeded by the 
horse owners. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, who is 
Sandwell Counicl cabinet member for 
safer neighbourhoods, said: “Follow¬ 
ing the meeting, bailiffs have been 
instructed to round up any horses 


found roaming the highways and open 
spaces. Owners will then be given 14 
days to come forward and claim them, 
when they will then have to pay for the 
cost incurred in keeping the horses 
after they had been rounded up. 

Swoop 

“If they fail to come forward the 
horses will be handed back to the 
bailiffs to deal with.” 

Cllr Rowley did not confirm when 
the bailiffs are set to swoop. 

The authority last rounded up 
horses from the streets in 2002. The 
blitz cost taxpayers around £25,000 a 
month, or £300,000 a year, in stabling 
costs, food and vets bills. 

Cllr Rowley said the 2002 crack¬ 
down was effective but that the 
problem had “crept back” over the 
years. 

There is a long tradition of horse 
ownership in Tipton and Dudley with 
owners including travellers and fami¬ 
lies associated with the scrap metal 
trade and the canals. 

There have been suggestions that 
some horses have been abandoned due 
to the increased cost of hay and other 
upkeep costs.

Mohammed said the 
expense was unavoid¬ 
able. He explained: “Last 
year we had a number of 
vacancies and two long¬ 
term absences, including 
one very senior member 
of staff. The biggest 
hitters on that bill, if I 
can put it like that, were 
the long-term absences. 
Both have now left for 
medical reasons and 
we’ve filled the other 
vacancies.” 

Alexandra High head¬ 
teacher Ian Binnie 
added: “Supply does not 


always equate to staff 
absence. Our staff 
absence is actually lower 
than the Sandwell 
average. We have two 
long-term absences 
which have cost the 
school £50,000.” 

Councillor Ray Nock, 
leader of the borough’s 
opposition Conservative 
group, said: “In the 
private sector costs like 
this would be looked at to 
find out exactly what the 
problem was. We’ve got 
to get to the bottom of 
this.” 

Ferndale Primary 
School in Great Barr 
spent nothing on supply 
or agency teachers over 
the last two years, St 
Hubert’s Roman 

Catholic Primary in 
Oldbury spent only 
£512.77 over both, while 
Glebefields Primary in 
Tipton spent £543.

The collegiate is the first school in 
Sandwell to implement Frog and 
there is already evidence that stu¬ 
dents are completing work modules 
more quickly. 

The Phoenix Collegiate is a new 
Sport, Business and Enterprise 
College that brings together over 
2,000 pupils from the former Manor 
and Menzies schools. 


THE architect behind controversial West

“delighted” with its progress - despite its trou¬ 
bles over the years. 

Will Alsop has described the £72 million pink and 
black structure in New Street as his best work. 

Now as it has emerged visitor numbers are set to 
top 140,000 for 2010/11 and firms are poised to fill 
the remaining empty office space, Mr Alsop said it 
was good news for the centre, even though it is still 
relying on handouts from the Arts Council to stay 
afloat. 

“Last time I was there they had said the numbers 
were slowly building and that is a good thing” he 
said. 

Stronger 

“If you have that rather than a quick rush it shows 
a much stronger development. It is more robust from 
a business plan point of view.” 

Last month it was reported that 16 exhibition and 
administration staff would lose their jobs when 
existing Arts Council cash runs out this month. 

However, the venue is still going to get a new 
£100,000 Arts Council grant this year. 

In January 2009, Arts Council England, which has 
provided a total of £32m to the centre, refused to give 
any more cash to the project after rejecting a new 
business plan by previous management, The Public 
Gallery Limited. 

Instead it gave a final £3m to Sandwell Council as 
a farewell gesture.

RELATIVES of the Oldbury-born singer song¬ 
writer who wrote the First World War song It’s A 
Long Way To Tipperary will attend the grand 
opening of a £6 million library and office building 
named in his honour today (Thursday). 

Jack Judge House in Oldbury will be officially 
opened by Mayor of Sandwell Councillor Pauline 
Hinton, when a plaque will be unveiled 

The building in Halesowen Street will house more 
than 300 council staff, who mainly work for adult 
and community services. The lending library will 
open to the public on Monday and will replace the 
existing Oldbury Library in nearby Church Street 
which dates back to 1816 and is being sold off by the 
council. 

Marching 

Born in Oldbury in 1872, Mr Judge wrote his 
famous song in 1912. It was taken up as a marching 
song by the Connaught Rangers, and its fame 
quickly spread far and wide. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member for youth, 
culture and leisure Councillor Ann Shackleton said: 
“Jack Judge is a proud son of Oldbury whose song 
uplifted the spirits of millions of people at a time of 
crisis. 

“It was a great achievement, and we think it is a 
fitting tribute to name our new building after him.” 

A copy of the Oldbury Book of Remembrance, 
which lists local people killed during the First World 
War, will also be put on public display at the new 
building for people to go and see for themselves.

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Parakeets are the 

EXOTIC green ring necked para¬ 
keets are becoming an increasingly 
common site in the Black Country, 
experts have revealed. 

People across the region have spotted 
the emerald green parrot-like birds 
nesting in trees and feeding from bird 
tables. 

They are already common in parts of 
London, where there is estimated to be 
around 30,000 in the wild, but it now 
appears they are moving north. It is 
thought the parakeets have survived in 
the UK thanks to bird enthusiasts 
leaving out food for them. 

They are easy to recognise not only 
from their bright green feathers and rose 
red beak but by their distinctive squawk. 
Chris Edwards from the RSPB’s 
A parakeet in Sandwell Sandwell Valley nature reserve said: “We

the nature reserve but round about. 
People are starting to spot them in their 
back gardens.” 

Colin Sedgwick from Lichfield, who 
regularly volunteers at the RSPB 
Sandwell Valley, managed to photograph 
the birds. He said: “I went to look for 
them and found them just outside the 
Sandwell nature reserve. 

“It seems there may be half a dozen of 
them there. Their distinctive colour and 
squawk make them very easy to recog¬ 
nise. I managed to get quite a few photo¬ 
graphs and they do seem to be on the 
increase in the area, and are definitely 
dotted all over the Black Country.” 

Wildlife officer for Birmingham City 
Council Dr Stefan Bodnar said: “What we 
don’t know at the moment is how they 
will have coped with the exceptionally 
harsh winter this year. They are from the 
Himalayas so should be used to cold 
weather.” 


Mr Bodnar added: “They are an 
unusual site round here at the moment, 
but I think in 10 to 20 years time they will 
be really quite common.” 

There are a number of theories as to 
how the birds ended up in the UK. One is 
that they escaped from a container at 
Heathrow in the 1950s, another is that 
they flew from an aviary which was 
damaged during the storm of 1987. 

Although they are a beautiful and sur- 
prsing sight, bird watchers are not 
always pleased to encounter the para¬ 
keets. Matt Lewis, Curator at Dudley 
Zoo, who has been keeping an eye on the 
bird numbers, said: “In some ways the 
parakeets are quite a pest. 

“They nest in holes in trees, where the 
woodpeckers would normally nest. They 
also cause quite a lot of damage to fruit 
farms, taking the fruit and causing quite 
a lot of damage to the plants.”

“They are unable to make a decision.” he said. “ If 
they suddenly decide to not go ahead I think we have 
spent something like £400,000 to get to where we 
are. If it got ditched now that is £400,000 down the 
drain.” 

Cllr Eling added: “I put it down to incompetence, I 
can’t see any other reason why it is months and we 
haven’t heard anything.” 

The Department of Health has confirmed that 
ministers are reviewing funding for the Portway 
project.

Figures reveal 
hundreds are 
homeless in 
the borough 


MORE than 450 families and indi¬ 
viduals found themselves homeless in 
Sandwell between 2009 and 2010. 

The number is in decline, according to 
Sandwell Council’s Homelessness and Preven¬ 
tion report. In it, the latest figures show that 
between 2009 and 2010 there were 455 statu¬ 
tory homeless households in the borough. Of 
these 142 people were made homeless due to a 
relationship breakdown and 68 households lost 
their shorthold tenancy. 

A further 123 were made homeless after 
parents or friends were unable to or unwilling 
to accommodate them. 

In 2007/08 there were 458 homeless house¬ 
holds and in 2002/03 there were 723. 

The report found those who were of priority 
need and unintentionally homeless between 
2009 and 2010 were predominantly from West 
Bromwich. They made up 32 per cent of the 
total. This was closely followed by Smethwick 
at 26 per cent. 

The report also found that in March 2010, 15 
households were in temporary accommodation 
in the borough. 

In neighbouring areas, Birmingham had the 
highest number of people in temporary accom¬ 


modation with 709. Wolverhampton had 59, 
Dudley 37 and Walsall 23. 

The report states the decline in numbers “is 
as a result of prevention measures that have 
been implemented by the authority”. 

Effective 

The report also states: “Mediation has consis¬ 
tently been the most effective method of preven¬ 
tion.” 

Cabinet member for housing Councillor 
Simon Hackett said: “We have got higher than 
the national average figures but these numbers 
are coming down and the main reason for this 
is that we are now focussing on prevention. We 
are now working closely with private landlords 
to help people find interim accommodation. 

“One of the reasons a lot of people are becom¬ 
ing homeless is domestic violence, so we are 
trying to make people more aware of the help 
that is out there for victims of domestic vio¬ 
lence. We are also working with building soci¬ 
eties to help people who are facing 
repossession.” 

The council’s Policy and Performance 
Scrutiny Panel is set to discuss the report o this 
week. 


MP attacks 
‘madhouse 
economics’ 

WARLEY’S MP has con¬ 
demned the “grotesque paradox” 
of Government plans to raise the 
pension age of police - as scores 
of senior officers like Sandwell’s 
Steve Dugmore are being forced 
to retire early. 

Labour MP John Spellar said 
it was “economics of the mad¬ 
house”. 

Chief Superintendent 

Dugmore, head of Sandwell 
Police, is being retired next 
month, aged only 48, as part of a 
cost-cutting cull of 300 senior 
officers by West Midlands Police 
Authority. 

But the Hutton Report last 
week called for the normal age 
at which most public sector staff 
can start drawing their pension 
to be increased to the state 
pension age. 

Mr Spellar told the Commons 
it was a “grotesque paradox” 
that West Midlands Police were 
acting under a Home Office 
diktat because of a rule that 
allowed them to “sack people” 
after 30 years. 

Mr Spellar said: “Is that not 
absolutely absurd?” Afterwards, 
he added: “You have got the 
Hutton Report saying that 
police in uniform have to serve 
longer - and you have the Home 
Office forcing West Midlands 
Police to sack people early and 
paying them their pensions.” 


Renewed call for 
education boss 
to visit schools 


DISCUSSIONS over the 
Government’s decision to 
scrap millions of pounds worth 
of school rebuilding projects in 
Sandwell are set to take place 
next month. 

The borough had nine schemes 
worth £138m cut. 

Sandwell and five other authorities 
launched legal action after Labour’s 
Building Schools for the Future pro¬ 
gramme was axed last July. 

The Sandwell cutbacks sparked an 
outcry from parents, pupils and school 
staff. 

Last month the authority was suc¬ 
cessful in a High Court challenge, 
along with several other councils, and 
Education Secretary Michael Gove 
was told to think again. 

Now, council officers are compiling a 
case to present to the Government on 
what action should be taken in 


Sandwell with a meeting expected to 
be held with officials next month. 

However, Sandwell’s deputy leader 
and cabinet member for strategic 
resources, Councillor Steve Eling, said 
the authority was still calling for a per¬ 
sonal visit from Mr Gove to meet rep¬ 
resentatives of schools affected by the 
cuts and see for himself how it impacts 
on pupils. 

Cllr Eling said: “We are supposed to 
be having discussions in early April.” 

Meeting 

“I would expect some kind of 
meeting to happen but we are still 
looking for Michael Gove to come and 
meet with people at the schools.” 

Schools losing out included Brist- 
nall Hall, Heathfields, Perryfields, 
Wood Green, Stuart Bathurst and 
Manor and Menzies. 

Special schools and pupil referral 
units also lost projects.

Pupils to be united 
this summer at new 


£3m school building 


PUPILS of a primary school split over two sep¬ 
arate sites for more than four years will move 
into a £3 million base in June. 

Yew Tree Primary, on the Sandwell and Walsall border, 
merged with Fir Tree Primary in 2006. 

The school’s revamp will consolidate the two sites onto 
one, including a new teaching block consisting of eight class¬ 
rooms. 

The new block was due to be completed in May for young¬ 
sters to move into the Birchfield Way site but harsh winter 
conditions set the building schedule back. The new building 
is now nearing completion. 

Site manager Kev Moore said: “The upstairs has already 
been put up, the steelworks are up and the electricity is on. 
The windows are in and we are also now doing some block 
paving around the outside of the school.” 

Capacity 

The move is intended to allow youngsters to be taught 
together for the first time and increase the school’s capacity 
from 433 pupils to 525. 

The building is split into two phases. Phase one is cur¬ 
rently under way, including the construction of the new 
stand-alone teaching block. 

The old Fir Tree site will be sold off for redevelopment 
under the first phase of works. 

The remainder of the Yew Tree site will be redeveloped

under the second phase, to include demolishing a part of the 
existing school to create extra space. 

Mr Moore added that sports fields had been redeveloped. 

He said: “We’ve given up part of our sports fields to go back 
to nature. 

“We’ve now got crop circles, a maze and environmental 
teaching. 

“The old Fir Tree site will be handed over to the authority 
and will close in June.” 

Eventually the school will move completely into the new 
buildings and the remaining old buildings, called the Green- 
side Annex, will be demolished and relandscaped - except 
for the pool which nearby residents still use. 


‘Green’ energy training at centre 


A £250,000 training centre will 
open in Upton, creating 14 jobs. 

The Railway Street site, in Great 
Bridge, will be run by Dudley Training 
Limited. This is a private company 
owned by Dudley College, and it will 
give courses in gas, electrical and con¬ 
struction trades. 

The centre, once complete, will be 
called The Energy Training Hub. 
Seven full-time and seven part-time 
roles would be created. 

Bob Chapman, director of learning at 
the college, said: “The investment in 
the centre would be almost £250,000 
including all the kit but not including 
the staff.” 


Courses at the centre will tie in with 
the college’s new accolade as part of the 
National Academy for Environmental 
Technologies, Mr Chapman added. 

“The exciting thing is the new envi¬ 
ronmental technologies we will be able 
to teach about - solar panels, heat 
pumps and all renewable energy tech¬ 
nologies,” he said. “This is really good 
news for the West Midlands.” 

Empty 

“The site is currently empty indus¬ 
trial units with offices attached and it’s 
been empty for a while,” he said. 

“We’re just about to sign for the 
premises. We’ve had to apply for plan¬ 


ning permission to change the use of 
the site from industrial for this train¬ 
ing centre before we signed the lease 
agreement. Assuming we can secure 
the premises, we’re delighted.” 

Ward councillor Derek Rowley said: 
“The 14 jobs are a welcome boost in 
these times and bringing back a 
derelict site into use is great for the 
regeneration of Great Bridge. For them 
to both be part of the same package is 
very welcome indeed.” 

Dudley College itself is undergoing a 
multi-million pound expansion. The 
former fire station in Tower Street is 
being transformed as part of a £30 
million town centre campus.

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OAPs celebrate bus U-turn 


A BUS route which left 
Sandwell pensioners 
unable to get to doctors, 
visit friends or go shopping 
has been redirected after 
complaints. 

The 450 service, between

National Express has now 
had a rethink and has changed 
the route to go via the Park 
Hotel in Bearwood Road. 

Retired office worker David 
Byrford, who lives in Bearwood 
Road, said: “I’m delighted the 


450 comes down Bearwood 
Road again. “It still misses out 
the Red Cow but at least we’ve 
got the bus coming back down 
Bearwood Road. Pensioners 
had to walk around 500 yards 
when the route changed but it’s 
back outside the homes again.” 

Elderly residents of the 
Mews nursing home in Bear¬ 
wood Road said they had 
trouble walking and needed to 
take extended journeys 
through Bearwood and back 
through Cape Hill to get to 
parts of Smethwick. 


Pamela Smyth, of The Mews 
nursing home, has been dis¬ 
abled for five years. The great¬ 
grandmother, who lives with 
her husband Robert at the 
home, said the old route pre¬ 
vented her visiting the doctors 
in Regent Street, Smethwick. 

“It’s brilliant to get a service 
back into Bearwood,” she said. 

Ward councillor Roger 
Horton, who forwarded letters 
of complaint from residents to 
National Express, said: “I’m 
over the moon for the resi¬ 
dents.” 


Liverpool has gates 
back after 70 years 

HISTORIC gates which have stood outside Smethwick’s but it now appears to have conceded defeat. Officers at Sandwell 
Soho Foundry for more than 70 years are to be returned to Council have approved an application to have them relocated. A 
Liverpool, the city where they were made. report says they felt the gates would have more significance to the 

Sandwell Council had been negotiating with Liverpool City community in Liverpool. 

Council over ownership of the Grade Il-listed Henry Pooley Gates The report says the new location on Merseyside would reflect 

“the architectural and historic significance of the gates” and they 
would be “secure, appreciated and protected for future genera¬ 
tions” in their home city. 

It adds: “It is considered the gates would be better interpreted 
within their new location, would hold more value to the Liverpool 
community and will be displayed in a setting appropriate to its 
distinctiveness and historic character.” 

The gates were made by Henry Pooley & Sons for the Liverpool 
Sailors’ Home, which opened in 1850, and are believed to feature 
the oldest example of the city’s famous Liver Birds motif. 

Pressure 

They were removed when the building suffered bomb damage 
during the war. When W & T Avery, now Avery Weigh-Tronix, took 
over Henry Pooley & Sons, the gates were moved to Smethwick. 
There have benn calls for the gates to be returned since 2008. 
It had looked like Smethwick would retain the gates, especially 
when English Heritage pointed out Sandwell Council would get 
the final say over their fate. But after continued pressure from 
city council, despite no apparent clamour from ordinary Liver¬ 
pudlians, the authority has yielded and the gates will now form a 
tribute in Liverpool to sailors who lost their lives. 

A Liverpool City Council spokesman said the gates were “an 
important part of Liverpool’s heritage”. 

He added: “We are looking forward to bringing them back to 
their home city.”

Pounding the beat with no 
radio , just a police whistle 


W hen Mike Collins joined the police in 1953, it 
was a world away from the law enforcement of 
today. Eight-hour shifts with were either spent 
entirely on foot patrol, or if you were lucky on a bike. 

Instead of a two-way radio, each officer was issued with a 
whistle.

Mr Collins, who retired from his last post as a 
superintendent for West Midlands Police in West 
Bromwich in 1978, has now put his memories on paper 
in a book about his time at the heart of law enforce¬ 
ment in a fast-changing postwar Britain. 

Not that he opted for a quiet life when he left the 
force. Following his retirement he became a Red Cross 
worker in war-torn Burma and Somalia, then he 
enjoyed a third career as the driving examiner who 
took legendary comedian Ernie Wise on his advanced 
test. 

A keen mountain walker, Mr Collins decided to start 
writing his book, A Few Steps Too Far, five years ago 
after his companion on a Himalayan trekking holiday 
in Tibet was fascinated by his stories. It describes his 
life as a policeman, a mountain adventurer and a 
driving instructor. 

“I wanted to produce something I could leave for my 
grandchildren,” he says. 

Mr Collins, who celebrates his 80th birthday in May, 
still works as an advanced driving examiner. 

Unassuming 

In 1985, he was the examiner for Ernie Wise’s 
advanced driving test, and remembers supervising in 
the comedian’s bright yellow Rolls-Royce. He also 
recalls how the 59-year-old comedian was transformed 
from an unassuming member of the public to a 
showman the moment a video camera was trained on 
him during the presentation of his certificate. 

“Whilst on test, and earlier that day, he had come 
over as a pleasant but fairly ordinary guy, despite 
being wealthy,” he says.

“As soon as the camera started to roll, he became 
Ernie Wise the comedian, telling us stories about his 
partnership with Eric Morecambe, who had died just 
the year before, and funny moments in television 
filming. 

“I believe that Ernie could not help but revert to his 
working life when in front of the camera, even our 
modest one.” 

In 2009, at the age of 78, Mr Collins climbed to the 
Kala Patthar base camp on Mount Everest, and is 
planning a walking holiday in the Himalayas later 
this year. 

As a young constable, Mr Collins lived in a police 
house in Aldersley Road, Wolverhampton, which had 
an adjoining office where members of the public would 
frequently drop in for a natter. He joined the borough 
police force after completing National Service in the 
RAF. 

Mr Collins says has fond memories of the time when 
each town in the Black Country had its own police 
force. 

“It was much more like a family,” he said. 

Mr Collins is critical of some aspects of modern 
policing, saying the introduction of more and more 
panda car patrols means that the emphasis is more on 
reacting to crimes rather than preventing them.

Transport chief Tom Ansell said 
the new cycling refuge had been 
installed in a bid to boost safety but 
he was aware it had caused some 
confusion for motorists. 


Injured worker 
dies in hospital 


A MAN crushed between his 
lorry cab and a wall at a West 
Bromwich firm has died of his 
injuries. 

The driver has been named as 36- 
year-old John Kinsella, of Mildenhall 
Road, Great Barr. 

Mr Kinsella suffered serious chest 
and abdominal injuries after becoming 
trapped at Giffords Recycling Ltd in 
Kelvin Way on March 10. 

It is believed he was pinned to the 
wall after the handbrake of his lorry 
was left off. He was airlifted to Queen 


Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham 
after being found by a worker. 

He died in hospital on Saturday. His 
inquest was opened and adjourned by 
Sandwell Coroner Robin Balmain. 

Mr Balmain said: “The present 
information, which of course is subject 
to hearings and evidence, is that the 
handbrake had been left off and his 
vehicle had rolled onto him and 
trapped him against a wall.” 

The medical cause of death was 
given as brain injuries, cardiac arrest 
and crushing injuries.

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Birmid memories 
as ex-colleagues 
are reunited for 
exhibition on firm 


FORMER workers took a 
trip down memory lane at a 
reunion for what was once one 
of the Black Country’s biggest 
employers. 

Ex-colleagues of Birmid Indus¬ 
tries, met up earlier this month, 
when an exhibition of photos and 
newspaper cuttings were put on 
display in the Dorothy Parkes 
Centre in Church Road, Smeth¬ 
wick, by Smethwick Heritage 
Society. 

The historic business, which was 
made up of 10 firms and was based in 
Smethwick, opened its doors more 
than 100 years ago and grew to 


become the largest producer of car 
cylinder blocks in Europe, giving jobs 
to tens of thousands of men before its 
closure in the 1980s. 

Pensioner Harry Boughton, aged 
78, of Woburn Crescent, Great Barr, 
was involved in the production of iron 
at Birmid for 29 years, and is a 
member of the society which put the 
exhibition together. 

He said: “It was a place where 
nobody thought they would leave, no- 
one expected redundancies. 

Nostalgia 

“It’s a bit of nostalgia seeing all 
these things, and meeting old work 
collegues that you don’t see that often, 
it’s strange.” Mr Boughton was also a 


member of the firm’s football team. 

Ron Renfern, aged 76, of Clifton 
Road, Blackheath, worked at Dartm¬ 
outh Auto Castings, one of many parts 
of the Birmid empire, for 37 years. 

He said: “I worked my way through, 
right from the shop floor to board level 
and quality control. I enjoyed it, it was 
made up of good times and hard 
times.” 

Brian Dixon, 79, from Hagley, was 
only at Birmid for a matter of months. 
He worked in the quality control of 
molten aluminium. He said: “The alu¬ 
minium was used to make parts for 
aircraft, and if the quality wasn’t 
right, down comes the plane. These 
displays bring back a lot of memories.”

Adult Fiction 

Tiger Hills - Sarita Mandanna 
(Phoenix, paperback, £7.99) 

An epic, exotic love story set in the moun¬ 
tainous Coorg region of southern India from 
the 1870s to 1930s, it tells of a love triangle 
and the choices facing a strong-willed 
woman. It is a blockbuster debut from Sarita 
Mandanna that will be in many beach bags 
this summer. 

Mandanna transports the reader into an 
aromatic world in which the sumptuous land¬ 
scapes are as important as the characters. 

There Once Lived A Woman 
Who Tried To Kill Her 
Neighbour’s Baby 

- Ludmilla Petrushevskaya 
(Penguin Classics, 
paperback, £9.99) 

Grim fairy tales for grown-ups from one of 
Russia’s finest living writers, this collection of 
short stories contains fables, often with a 
twist, that were deemed too bleak for publi¬ 
cation in Soviet times. 

Despite the fantasy elements these often 
blackly comic tales, set in claustrophobic 
apartments and menacing forests, hinted at 
a darkness at the heart of society that was 
not permissable when the Berlin Wall still 
stood. Despite the melancholy and harsh¬ 
ness of the lives glimpsed in her stories, they 
also reveal an admirable resilience. 

Histor y 

Reprobates: The Cavaliers 
of the English Civil War 

- John Stubbs 
(Viking, hardback, £25) 

Poets and playwrights, fashion icons and 
lusty lovers, playboys and soldiers, the cav¬ 
aliers have captured the imagination for cen¬ 
turies as the swaggering royalist loyalists 
who opposed those po-faced, short-haired, 
God-bothering Roundheads. One senses 
that historian Stubbs rather likes the stereo¬ 
type but is happy to undermine it. 

The dress styles, for example, were not so 
different between those who were pro-King 
or pro-Parliament during the Civil War. It was 
more a matter of class and personal choice. 
In his entertaining history of the civil war and 
the restoration of the Stuart monarchy, 
Stubbs looks at some of the key figures 
who were dubbed ‘cavaliers’, usually by their 
enemies as a term of abuse, and rediscovers 
fascinating characters, romantics and 


rogues, though their physical attractiveness 
was sometimes dented by a missing nose 
due to advanced syphilis. 

Children’s Fiction 

My Sister Lives On 
The Mantelpiece 

- Annabel Pitcher 
(Orion, hardback, £9.99) 

An impressive debut novel for children 
from a young Oxford University English Lit 
graduate about a young boy’s struggle to 
deal with the tragedy that tore his family 
apart. 

Ten-year-old Jamie, our narrator, lost his 
sister five years before in a terrorist bombing. 
His dad has taken him and his now rebellious 
teenaged sister Jasmine - dead Rose’s twin 
sister - to live in the Lake District. 

His dad wants them away from London, 
away from his mum who left with someone 
she met at a grief counselling group, and 
away from Muslims. But then Spiderman fan 
Jamie is befriended at his new school by 
hijab-wearing Bangladeshi girl Sunya. 

The Double Life of Cora Parry 

- Angela McAllister 
(Orion, paperback, £8.99) 

Desperate to avoid the workhouse, 
orphaned Cora is plunged into the criminal 
underworld of 19th century London, a dark 
and dingy realm where people live crammed 
into grimy cellars and you need to live by your 
wits to survive. So far, so Oliver Twist, but 
McAllister introduces a psychological or 
maybe supernatural element as Cora invents 
Carrie, a girl prepared to do the nasty things 
that Cora doesn’t want to in order to survive 
or even thrive. 

This is a good read for children aged from 
around 10 and up, and hopefully will encour¬ 
age them to move on to the classics by 
Charles Dickens. 

Buried Thunder - Tim Bowler 
(Oxford University Press, 
hardback, £12.99) 

A gripping, creepy thriller for teens from 
the prolific author who won a Carnegie Medal 
for River Boy. 

Drawn by the yellow eyes of a fox to 
wander deep into the woods, young Maya 
discovers the apparently dead bodies of a 
man and a woman and is menaced by a 
shadowy figure. She is rescued by her family 
but on returning to their new home and busi¬ 
ness, a rural hotel, finds out her nightmare is 
farfromover. Leon Burakowski

P AST meets present in 
a marriage of the 
latest technology with 
cool mod retro styling in this 
DAB digital radio with 
iPod/iPhone dock that 
wouldn’t look out of place in 
Austin Powers’ groovy 
Chelsea pad, baby. 

It’s got that 60s look with its 
red leather finish and carrying 
handle but instead of Kinks and 
Beatles blaring out, you could 
have Justin Bieber or Lady Gaga 
downloads from your Apple iPod 
or iPhone, which can be 
mounted onto a cunningly con¬ 
cealed dock on the front of the 
radio. 

I did find the ‘i’ device connec¬ 
tion a little tricky at first but once 
you get the knack, your iPhone or 
iPod looks pretty cool sat there 
and the sound quality is good, 
perhaps helped by the retro 
radio’s wooden frame. It also 


doubles as a charging dock. 

The DAB functionality is solid 
and includes presets for up to 10 
stations and the usual scrolling 
digital information available on a 
small backlit LCD screen. 

As well as the DAB radio and 
iPod functions, it also has an FM 
radio mode (ahoy there pirate 
radio fans!) and an auxiliary input 
for other music players and audio 
devices. The two 10-watt speak¬ 
ers give a solid sound. 

With both mains (adapter 
included) and battery power (up 
to 15 hours), this is a good radio 
for moving around the house and 
garden. 

It also boasts an alarm func¬ 
tion allowing bedroom listeners 
to wake up to radio, iPhone/iPod 
or buzzer. Snooze and sleep 
modes are included. 

With its blend of vintage look 
and digital tech, available for 
under £100, View Quest’s Retro 
Radio is likely to be popular with 
fashion conscious music fans. 


Amplicon TCL 200 Alarm Clock 


T HIS will wake even the 
sleepiest of heads with 
a loud bleeping alarm 
that is impossible to ignore. 
The alarm can be set to reach 
up to 90 decibels. 

There is volume and pitch 
control to give the alarm the right 
level of urgency to rouse you from 
your slumbers. There are some 
useful extras for the hard of 
hearing or the deepest sleepers, 
including a wireless vibrating pad 
that can be placed under the 
pillow and a flashing light on the 
clock. 

Chunky 

The TCL 200 has a nice, chunky 
look with big digital time display 
and easy to find, top of the clock 
snooze button when ‘just five 
more minutes’ are essential. It 
can also announce the time, in 
English or a choice of four other 
languages (French, German, 
Italian and Spanish). 


It can double up as a telephone 
call alert with incoming calls trig¬ 
gering the alarm, which can be 
helpful for the hard of hearing. A 
cable is supplied for this but may 
need an adapter. 

The alarm clock can be 
powered by two AAA batteries 
(supplied) or mains (adapter sup¬ 
plied) and the vibrating pad is 
rechargeable. It has different 
alarm period settings, so you can 
have a weekday wake time and a 
different one for weekends. It can 
be set for alarm only, vibrate only 
or for both to activate. 

It is nice and easy to set up the 
TCL 200, the only small drawback 
being the battery cover which is 
kept in place by a tiny screw 
which could be awkward for 
those with poor eyesight to 
manipulate. 

All in all, the TCL 200 looks 
good and does its job well... just 
make sure it’s switched off on lie- 
in day! Available for around £50.

Devout Catholic Frank talks to Prince Charles at Clarence

FRANK Skinner’s return to 
our television screens with 
topical comedy show Frank 
Skinner’s Opinionated was met 
with a fanfare last year - and 
rightly so. 

Despite popping up on the odd 
programme here and there, it had 
been five years since he’d presented 
a regular TV slot and the fact it was 
immediately recommissioned for a 
further two series 
proves how much he’d 
been missed, writes 
Susan Griffin. 

“I’d done lots of other 
people’s things and 
there’s something lovely 
about that because you 
can turn up, be funny and 
then go home,” said 54- 
year-old Skinner. 

When we meet to talk 
about the new series, a 
blue-suited Skinner is 
already tucking into a 
plate of spaghetti. He 
apologises profusely, 
adding: “If I don’t eat 
now, I never will.” 

Despite his hiatus 
from TV, he says he didn’t 
feel any pressure about 
returning. 

“It’s very exciting 
making a television 
series,” he says. “That 
might sound unsurpris¬ 
ing news but I think a lot 
of people forget that.” 

Perhaps he’d forgotten 
that too, when his TV 
contracts ended in 2005, 
but with Opinionated he 
could focus on everything 
he enjoys doing, namely 
stand-up, audience inter¬ 
action and having banter 
with fellow comedians. 

“The idea of Opinion¬ 
ated is like pub conversa¬ 
tion,” says Skinner. “I 
Sandwell comedian Frank Skinner is making a return to stand-up throw in some facts and

figures but I like the fact 
people talk completely 
erroneously about a 
topic. 

“The original pilot we 
did was a bit more politi¬ 
cal and then about two 
minutes in I thought, ‘Oh 
no, I just want to do 
jokes’, so I’ve learnt my 
lesson,” he says with a 
grin. 

Skinner, who lives in 
London with his partner 
Cathy Mason, will tour 
the length and breadth of 
the country to film the 
shows. 

“Not everyone thinks 
of London as the centre of 
the world and on Opin¬ 
ionated it isn’t, because 
we’re very much ‘out 
there’.” 

Born Christopher 

Collins in West 

Bromwich (he reportedly 
changed his name to that 
of a man in his dad’s pub 
dominoes team), he left 
school with no qualifica¬ 
tions and worked in a 
metal factory before 
enrolling in night school. 

It was during a trip to 


the Edinburgh Festival 
that he experienced his 
“road to Damascus 
moment” and at the age 
of 30 spent £400 of his 
£435 savings on booking 
a stand-up venue. 

Encore 

Recalling one of his 
early shows, he says: “I 
was so frightened of the 
audience - they were hor¬ 
rible and I just lost it. I 
gave up any pretence of 
liking them, started 
shouting and they were 
peeing themselves 
laughing. I got an encore, 
which I’d never had 
before. 

“I learnt to be myself 
up there, and cast 
caution to the wind.” 

In 1991, he won the 
Perrier Award (other 
nominees included Jack 
Dee, Lily Savage and 
Eddie Izzard) and hasn’t 
looked back since. 

By the end of the 1990, 
he was one of TV’s 
biggest stars thanks to 
Fantasy Football 

League, which he wrote 
and presented with good 


mate David Baddiel, and 
The Frank Skinner 
Show, widely credited for 
setting the tone for the 
comedic chat show. 

For someone who’s 
been accused of being 
crude and misogynistic 
in the past (he’s denied 
this and said: “My stand- 
up’s about sex rather 
than being sexist and I’m 
the fall guy in every 
routine,”) he comes 
across as utterly charm¬ 
ing in person. He is a 
devout Catholic. 

Recently he attended the 
400th anniversary of the 
King James Bible at 
Clarence House in 
London, where he spoke 
to Prince Charles about 
his faith. 

When Baddiel And 
Skinner Unplanned 
ended in 2005, Frank 
began work on a novel 
called Thunderman And 
Geoff Phillips, about a 
superhero duo. 

“I’d been doing three 
TV series a year and I 
thought I’d become a 
recluse, write this novel 
and re-emerge in a year’s 
time to people saying, 
‘What? He’s a Booker 
nominee and he used to 
be a comedian?’ That’s 
how I saw it,” Skinner 
laughs - he gave up after 
60,000 words. 

“I’d like to do small 
clubs again — like I used 
to. I was very, very 
happy,” Frank says. 
“Now I want to do things 
simply for pleasure.” 

Frank Skinner’s Opin¬ 
ionated begins on BBC 
Two tomorrow (Friday), 
March 25.

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Last Will and Testament: 

What happens if you do not have one? 

A Will is a legal document which ensures that persons whom you intend to benefit actually do benefit upon your death. It allows you to 
give specific instructions as to what you want to happen to your estate (i.e. your money, property and other personal possessions) upon 
your death. If you die without a Will (intestate), your estate will be distributed in accordance with strict rules of law. This may not 
necessarily reflect your individual wishes or intentions and may leave a trail of misery and potential conflict. 

The rules of law relating to the distribution of your estate if you die without having made a Will dictate who will administer your estate 
and who will benefit (and to what extent they will benefit) from it. For example, if you are survived by a spouse or civil partner and 
children, the spouse will receive your personal possessions, a sum of £250,000 and the right to receive the income from half of the 
remaining estate. The other half will pass to the children immediately. You may have wished for your spouse or civil partner to have 
inherited most of your estate, if not the whole, in order for him/her to maintain their usual standard of living and be adequately 
provided for. Further, if the estate is large enough, it is possible for an inheritance tax liability to arise since part of the estate passes to 
the children who, unlike the spouse or civil partner, are not exempt for inheritance tax purposes. The rules make provision to provide for 

other relatives who may benefit from the estate such as parents, 
brothers and sisters of the whole blood, brothers and sisters of the 
half blood, grandparents and even aunts and uncles. If you are not 
survived by any blood relation, the law is at a loss and so provides 
that your property passes to the Crown, Duchy of Lancaster or Duchy 
of Cornwall. It must be noted that these rules do not make any 
provision for a cohabitee to benefit. 

How often do we hear people say that they do not need to make a 
Will as they feel they do not have much to give? None of us know 
what we are going to be worth when we die but most of us have a 
house and some personal possessions; by making a Will, you can 
ensure that both your home and personal possessions are inherited 
by people that you wish, thus avoiding conflict and arguments upon 
your death. Have you ever considered as to what will happen to your 
children if they are minors and lose both their parents? By making a 
Will, you can ensure that they are in safe hands by appointing legal 
guardians for them. This is not a provision that the rules of law, if you 
die without making a will, cater for. By simply making a Will, you can 
also ensure that the administration of your estate and any trusts 
arising thereafter are handled by a person (or persons) of your 
choice whom you can trust and is capable of shouldering the responsibility. Otherwise, the law will dictate who is entitled to administer 
your estate. The way to finding security, reassurance and peace of mind is to make a Will and ensure that your family members receive 
what you want them to have upon your death and, depending upon your circumstances, it could also be used to mitigate any potential 
inheritance tax liability. Most importantly, you stay in control in the making of decisions which affect your financial and family circum¬ 
stances.

Work due to start in weeks 
at former fishing pools site 


WORK on housing plans which would 
transform the site of former fishing pools in 
the Black Country after years of wrangling 
will begin within weeks. 

Residents living near the Brades Fisheries, in 
Union Street, Oldbury, tried to prevent the land 
being developed. 

But an application to build 14 new family houses on 
the site was approved in July last year when it went 
before Sandwell Council’s planning committee and 
members visited the site. 

Developers this week said they were weeks away 
from beginning on site. 

Stuart Bowen, director of Amphion Construction Ltd 
on Lower Church Lane in Tipton, said: “We’ll be start¬ 
ing on site in the next three months. 

Self-build 

“We’ll do the work to put the footing in and a road 
through the middle and then this site will be sold off as 
single self-build plots.” 

The proposals, for one four-bedroom and 13 five- 
bedroom residences, have been opposed since 2007, 
when the first application for housing development 
was refused. 

A 94-signature petition, a letter from Adrian Bailey 
MP and two individual letters objected to the latest 
plans on grounds of risk of flooding. 

Protesters said there had been major floods in the 
last four years and claimed extra homes would pres¬ 
sure the existing drainage system. 

Mr Bowen added: “We’ve passed rigorous assess¬ 
ment from experts on flood risk.” 

Planning permission marked the end of a campaign 
which started nearly four years ago to revamp the site. 
That was when the first application for a housing 
development was submitted to Sandwell Council. 

Protesters claimed victory when council planners 
refused the application on the grounds that it would be 
a loss of a leisure facility. But Brades Fisheries was 
purchased by private company Ridgacre Land Ltd, 
which drained the four pools of water. 

In December 2006 it applied to build homes on the 
site but withdrew the application, before submitting 
another to fill in the pools. 

The company later sold the site on. 

The fishery was built on the site of old sewage set¬ 
tlement beds in 1997 when the pools were stocked 
with fish.

MG«that’s out to show ‘6’ appeal 


W HEN the gates of 
Longbridge 
clanged shut in 
2005, with the loss of 
6,000 jobs, many must 
have thought that the 
death-knell had sounded 
for one of Britain’s most 
famous car brands. 

But six years down the line 
MG is still with us, albeit 
under Chinese ownership, 
and has just launched its 
long-awaited, first all-new car 
for 16 years. 

The MG6 arrives in final pro¬ 
duction form as a family-sized 
five-seater hatchback with 
coupe-influenced styling and 
high levels of equipment across 
its three trim levels. 

Prices range from £15,495 for 
the entry level S to £18,995 for 
the flagship TSE - a car that is 
packed with such premium fea¬ 
tures as leather seats, climate 
control air conditioning, satellite 
navigation and a reversing 
camera, all as standard. 

This makes the 6 cheaper to 
buy than similarly-specified rivals 
such as the Skoda Octavia or 
Ford Focus. The MG is also more 
spacious inside. 

But perhaps the biggest sur¬ 
prise is that MG has delivered, as 
promised, a real driver’s car with 


sure-footed handling and a sur¬ 
prisingly sporty feel. 

With its heavily-raked roofline 
and narrow windows the MG6 is 
very much a contemporary 
vehicle, with few ‘retro’ touches. 
I suspect its looks will grow on 
people. Saloon variants will arrive 
in the summer. 

Inside, cabin quality is higher 
than that of the pre-production 
car I drove last year with an 
improved soft-touch dashboard, 
along with touches of chrome 
and carbon-fibre-style trim. 

Badge 

The famous octagonal badge 
is present and correct on the 
steering wheel but the overall 
interior look is slightly anony¬ 
mous and the plastics are harder 
and cheaper the lower down you 
go. 

The seats in the TSE are com¬ 
fortable but on the soft side and 
lacking both lateral and under¬ 
thigh support. Leg room is gener¬ 
ous but taller drivers may 
struggle for headroom. 

The designer handbrake is 
similar to the Saab 9-3’s ‘thumb- 
trapper’ and a little awkward to 
operate. 

There’s only one power plant at 
the moment - a turbocharged 1.8 
litre petrol developing 160hp. A 
1.9 litre diesel is in development 
but won’t be ready until next year. 

The petrol is only going to give

you 30-35mpg but it sounds 
peppy and revs freely to above 
6,000rpm. 

The MG has only five, rather 
long gears, but can hit 60mph in 
around eight and a half seconds. 
The car’s top speed has been 
limited to 120mph in order to 
keep insurance costs down. 

While the 6 is designed first 
and foremost as a family car it’s 
also possible to have some fun in 


it. The chassis feels rigid and taut 
and the car is stable and assured 
at speed. Provided you keep the 
revs up, it loves attacking twisty 
B-roads. There’s masses of grip 
and very little roll. The steering 
has been set up to be consider¬ 
ably sharper and weightier than 
in the Chinese version of the car. 

Ride quality is firm but com¬ 
fortable and refinement levels are 
high, though you certainly hear 


the engine if you put your foot 
down. 

The car’s interior could still be 
improved and its relatively high 
C02 emissions of 184g/km 
mean it will not find favour with 
fleet buyers. 

With no diesel in the range the 
MG6 is still a work in progress, at 
least as regards the European 
market, but at least it is off to a 
promising start.

End in sight for Houllier as 
fans say they’ve had enough 


DOES this defeat spell the begin¬ 
ning of the end for Gerard Houllier 
at Villa? 

This was a woeful Villa performance and 
the players and management must take the 
deserved criticism on the chin. 

The statistics make grim reading. Villa 
have taken five points from their last six 
games and Houllier’s record of six wins in 
25 reflects a man under pressure. 

A banner unfurled in the Holte End 
before kick-off read ‘Had enough. Houllier 
out’. 

Whatever your feelings on Houllier, the 
paying public - including those who travel 
from Ilkeston, where the aforementioned 
flag was made - should be entitled to voice 
their opinions and protest if they desire. 

However, you cannot help but feel that it 
made little sense to make such a gesture a 
few minutes before kick-off in what was a 
must-win game in which the 12th man had 
a part to play. It set the wrong tone for the 
afternoon but, with this being the first 
home game since Houllier’s ridiculous deci¬ 
sion to field a weakened team against Man¬ 
chester City in the FA Cup, you could sense 
the need to make the point. 

Wolves were full of drive, endeavour and 
purpose.For the most part, Villa looked the 
very opposite. Yet again it was Villa’s 
defending from set-piece situations which 
let them down for the goal as a long free- 
kick into the box from Jamie O’Hara was 
not dealt with. Carlos Cuellar failed to get 
any purchase with a weak headed clear¬ 
ance and the ball dropped straight into the 
path of Matt Jarvis who, with the Villa 
defence ball-watching, was allowed the 
time and space to volley past Brad Friedel. 

Villa should have equalised just before 
half-time when Stewart Downing picked 
out Jean Makoun inside the penalty area 
but the unmarked Cameroon midfielder 
headed wide. 

Houllier tried to freshen up his side with 
a couple of substitutions but they just 
served to further infuriate the home 
support. Marc Albrighton, who had been 
one of Villa’s better players on the day, was 
withdrawn for Gabby Agbonlahor to the 
sound of boos, while the decision to bring on 
Robert Pires ahead of Stiliyan Petrov was 
met with murmurs of discontent. 

Ashley Young had Villa’s other main 
opportunity to pull level with 14 minutes 
remaining after he was put through by a 
superb ball from Makoun but saw his shot 
rebound off the underside of the bar. 

There was a late chance for Cuellar when 
Pires headed the ball back into his path but 
he ballooned his effort high into the Holte 



End. However, it was one of those days 
when you felt even if Villa had played for 
another 90 minutes they would not have 
been able to put the ball in the net. 

Defeat in their next two Premier League 
games against Everton and Newcastle 
could surely spell the end for the French¬ 
man at Villa Park. 

The principles behind what Houllier is 
trying to achieve at Villa are just ones. His 
drive to instil a greater sense of profession¬ 
alism is admirable. 

Likewise Houllier’s preference for Villa 
to play an aesthetically pleasing brand of 
football should also be applauded, along 
with his championing of talented young¬ 
sters who may not have had a chance pre¬ 
viously. 

But when these principles come at the 
expense of results the plan starts to lose its 
credibility and that is exactly what is hap¬ 
pening right now. 

Discontent 

The Frenchman has simply tried to make 
too many changes, too quickly which has 
resulted in him being forced to fight fires 
left, right and centre. 

A fresh rumour of discontent seems to be 
leaked from Bodymoor Heath on a weekly 
basis at the moment, which has undoubt¬ 
edly caused players to lose focus. 

Houllier has been given a long-term 
mandate by the club’s hierarchy so it seems 
bizarre that he has felt it necessary to rush 
through these changes. 

The behaviour of some senior players at 
Villa has been deplorable but Houllier has 
not done himself any favours by marginal¬ 
ising sections of the squad early in his 
reign, when he perhaps should have waited 
until the summer to resolve some issues. 

Houllier has the stomach for the fight 
and his stubbornness — not necessarily a 
bad quality in football — means he is the 
kind of manager who will not walk away 
from a challenge. 

The fact there is now a break before the 
next game, at Goodison on April 2, may 
allow the storm to die down or build up 
even further. 

His future, however, is in the hands of 
Lerner. And while the American has not yet 
pressed the panic button that fires Houl¬ 
lier, you sense his finger is hovering over it.

Brave Baggies, bloody 
bruised but unbowed 


JAMES Morrison’s 

‘Arsenal look’ won’t win him 
any fashion awards. 

But the Albion midfielder unwit¬ 
tingly became the poster-boy for Roy 
Hodgson’s Hawthorns revolution in a 
bruising draw on Saturday. 

The Baggies came up just short in their 
bid for an unlikely Premier League double 
over Arsene Wenger’s title-chasers. But 
Hodgson’s side handed the Gunners 
another almighty jolt before feeling the 
force of a late Arsenal storm on their way 
to a useful point towards Premier safety. 

It was a performance of blood and 
thunder from Albion to deliver a major 
scare to Wenger’s men and maintain the 
steady momentum that Hodgson has gen¬ 
erated in his short time in charge. 

At the heart of the pride-inducing per¬ 
formance was the sight of Morrison, blood 
seeping through a head bandage, digging 
in to help the hosts stand toe to toe with 
one of the Premier League’s most danger¬ 
ous sides. He might not yet be in the 
league of John Kaye or John Wile when it 
comes to iconic Albion bandage-wearers, 
but Morrison’s will to continue on Satur¬ 
day - despite five stitches in a gruesome- 
looking gash to his forehead — seemed to 
epitomise the spirit of a day when even the 
late disappointment of Arsenal’s fight- 
back could not dampen the feeling of pride 
among the Hawthorns faithful. 

And he wasn’t alone. Captain Chris 
Brunt dragged himself from his sickbed to 
give a tireless 90-minute shift of unspec¬ 
tacular but efficient football. Defensive 
lynchpin Jonas Olsson produced a tower¬ 
ing display at centre-back despite a wor-

rying recurrence of the troublesome 
Achilles injury that forced him to miss 
almost three months earlier this season. 
And Paul Scharner lasted until half-time 
in spite of the dizziness caused by his own 
nasty blow to the head. 

Pride 

It was a huge show of tenacity by 
Hodgson’s men to push the Gunners all 
the way, and still it wasn’t enough to hand 
them the victory that looked on the cards 
from the moment Steven Reid headed 
them into the lead from Brunt’s corner 
with less than three minutes on the clock. 

That left a hint of disappointment amid 
the pride at the final whistle. But only the 
most churlish Baggies supporter could 
have lingered on the negativesas they 
reflected on a hugely encouraging day’s 
work from Hodgson and his players. 

The comeback that the Gunners staged 
in the final 19 minutes owed a little to 
Albion running out of steam after the gar¬ 
gantuan effort of the previous 71 but 
much more to the match-changing talent 
and belief at Wenger’s disposal. 

Crucially there was little evidence of 
the mental fragility that so undermined 
the final weeks of the Roberto Di Matteo 
regime, or the disorganisation that crept 
in. 

That can only augur well for the vital 
weeks and challenging fixtures in the 
Baggies’ immediate future. So, too, can 
the energy and unity of purpose that 


helped them land some heart-warming 
blows on Wenger’s side. 

It carried them into a 1-0 lead when 
Reid thundered home his header from 
Brunt’s pinpoint deliveries, and it helped 
them survive a 10-minute spell with 10 
men as Morrison received five stitches to 
the wound sustained in a sickening aerial 
clash with Laurent Koscielny. 

It endured as Scott Carson made a vital 
point-blank save from Aaron Ramsay 
after Robin van Persie had headed against 
the crossbar. And it saw their tireless 
chasing rewarded with a little help from 
the Gunners as Peter Odemwingie 
pounced on a mix-up between keeper 
Manuel Almunia and defender Sebastien 
Squillaci to fire home the Baggies’ second 
from 20 yards before the hour-mark. 

It could not prevent the visitors turning 
on the style to reduce the deficit on 71 
minutes when Andrey Arshavin conjured 
a game-changing moment, swapping 
passes with substitute Marouane 
Chamakh and bending a brilliant shot 
past the helpless Carson. 

Nor could it help Abdoulaye Meite when 
another fine cross from Arshavin was 
headed down by Nicklas Bendtner and the 
Baggies defender got tangled up in the 
goalmouth, allowing Van Persie to prod 
home the equaliser. But it did underpin a 
spirited late effort as Hodgson’s men held 
on for the point that maintained his 
unbeaten record as boss. 

Morrison departed to take on Brazil 
with Scotland, Olsson headed for medical 
checks, Brunt returned to bed and 
Scharner left to work out what day it was, 
as Hodgson began planning for a reunion 
with Liverpool, knowing if his new side 
are found wanting, it will not be for spirit. 


TALKING POINT 


ARSENAL ATTITUDE: From Jack 
Wilshere’s petulance to Arsene Wenger’s 
excuses, the latest phase of the Gunners’ 
title bid carried an undignified mood on 
Saturday. Wilshire’s needless shove of 
Abdoulaye Meite into a Hawthorns offi¬ 
cial in the second half hinted at frustra¬ 
tion in the Arsenal ranks. Wenger’s 
post-match description of the Baggies’ 
“rugby pitch” lacked the class most fans 
would expect from potential champions. 

Both actions were needless on a day 
when, for a few late moments, the 
Gunners offered a glimpse of their irre¬ 
sistible best. Depressingly, a team whose 
football carries such grace still struggle 
to match it with their actions.
